New Lok. Sept 2.—The New York Tribune's 
cable special says: 

Lowpox, Sept. 2.—The Dublin police incident 
causes anxiety, but the common belief is that 
the question will soon be settled. It isgeneraily 
admitted that the men have just grievances, 
and that the Government is prepared to remedy 
them. The police acted imprudentiy, but their

Fortunately, 
the agitation among the Irish Constabulary bas 
deen partially allayed. and if the difficulty is 
confined to Dublin it will soon be overcome and 
the temporary use or the military may have a 
wholesome effect.

Lonpow, Sept. 2.—Jenaings’ cable says: The 
éiscontent among the Irish coustabulary, which 
has now spread to the Dubiin metropolitan po- 
lice, and, it heed hardiy be said, has been fanned 
assiduousiy by the National leaders, is 
jooked upon by the authorities as a very 
serious thing. Indeed, the entire condition 
of a@airs in Ireland is fully as bad as ever. An 
American gentieman who has just traveled 
through the country, and whose name your 
readers would recognize as that of a man fully 
competent to judge, tells me that things there are 
fa reality much more menacing than is generaily 
believed in England. Asan American, my in- 
formant had better opportunities for getting at 
the truth tban any Eoglishman could expect to 
command, and he is quite contidént that. the 
worst of the troubles in lreland are 
yet to come, as the winter nights 
will afford better opportunities for the 
insurrectionary movement now in preparation 
ou a great scale and entirely unsuspectcd, there 
ig every reason to delieve by the authorities. 
These movemeats will of course be ren- 
dered much easier by the existence 
among the men of the constabulary, al- 
ways in modern times the mainstay of 
the Government, of a feeling of sullen discon- 
tent. Altogether my informant came away 
from Ireland with a strong conviction that En- 
giand bas oo less a task before ber than the 
complete reconquest of the country uoless, in- 
deed, she takes what is apparentiy the sole al- 
ternative and consents to a separation.

The precautions taken by Dr. Hamilt®n | 
against the spread of the fever from Browns- 
ville are almost perfect in character, and there 
is little fear of the apfead of the epidemic be- 
yond the limits of four counties included in the 
outer cordon or guard. The infected district in- 
ciudes the Counties of Seapaca, 36,000 popula- 
tion; Starr, with 8300; Hidalgo, 4,300; 
and Cameron, in which LBrowasville is 
situated, 15,000. The cordon of guards protect- 
ing the outer world against emigrants from 
these counties is composed of 125 Texas rangers, 
stretched along tne 124 milesof railway ruoning 
between Corpus Cbristi and Laredo. The inser 
cordon is composed of a like rd. smaller in 
number, bowever, strewn aroun@ the southern 
and western sections of the city. Persons de-

HONESTY IN PRIMARY ELECTIONS. 

The Republicans of the several Legislative 
and Congressional districts in the City of 
Chicago will within the two months preced- 
ing the State election have to exercise the 
powers of nominating candidates for Con- 
gress and for the General Assembly. Under 
our system of politics the actual elections 
held in November are, so far as the selection 
of persons to fill the offices, of even much 
less importance than the choice of persons 
who shall control these nominating conven- 
tions, 

There is a statute of this State which pro- 
vides a penalty, imprisonment and fine, for 
the violation of the ballot-box, and there is 
now more than one officer of elections un- 
dergoing imprisonment at Joliet for having 
as a judge at an election dishonestly and 
corruptly performed his duty. Unfortunate- 
ly, we have no law to this same effect appll- 
cable to the elections Known as primaries, at 
which the voters of the various parties 
elect and appoint delegates who noml- 
nate the candidates who are after- 
ward voted for by the people. The 
choice of the only persons for whom the 
people can really vote under our system of 
elections is therefore-confined to the persons 
selected at these primary meetings. Hence 
the necessity of honesty and integrity at the 
primary meetings is fully as absolute as at 
the general public elections,

anthracite coal or either shall be used in this |

city? For the supply of these we must de- 
peud on certain limited districts in Pennsyl- 
vania, The supply of anthracite coal to this 
city is already a monopoly, the people here 
paying a royalty of from $1 to $ per ton be- 
cause the right to supply it at all is Hut- 
ed to a single organization. If all 
other coal de excluded, then the price 
of coal here would be raised to an 
extent that would prohibit manufactures 
How is it with coke? Coke 
is made in a certain district in Pennsylvania 
which is controlled for transportation pur- 
poses by a single railway corporation and by 
those to whom it may sell the privilege of 
hauling coke. To compel the exclusive use 
of coke in this city and require all manu- 
facturers to purchase it would place them at 
the mercy of the railway corporations who 
alone can haul them the fuel. What the 
probable cost of coke would be under this 
monopoly may be guessed at from the pres- 
ent price in the face of the immense compe- 
tition of bituminous toal. The price of 
coke in this city delivered by the train-load 
is now $6.25 per ton, of which cost no less 
than $4.67 per ton is for railway transporta- 
tion. Having a monopoly, the railway com- 
pany and its partners would be able to fix 
the cost of the only fuel tolerated at what- 
ever sums it might think proper. 

The manufacturers of Chicago have now 
the coal fields of Western Pennsylvania, of 
West Virginia, of Onio, Indiana, and IIIInols 
fields that are inexhaustible, and between 
which there is of course the severest compe- 
tition. To make coke the exclusive fuel to 
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and allowances—in other words, to their 


bread and butter—but they are not so loyal 
to the Government as to bear sacrifices with 
any degree of complaisance or satisfaction. 


They know that the people of Ireland dislike 


them even more tnan they would dislike the 
English military if they were doing police 
duty. An Irisuman who enters service 
against Ireland for “British gold“ 
is not likely to be a favorit with 
This fact is clear enough from 
the enthusiastic cheers of the people 
which gréted those who quit the force ‘as 
they marched out of their barracks. It is 
not in the nature of things that a thoroughly 
loyal Trish constable can be purchased by the 
Euglish Government, and if the Irish con- 
stables were sure of getting good employ- 
ment after quitting the Government service 
there is little doubt that they would leaye in 


large numbers. If the real cause of this dis- 


aifection were stated. therefore, it would be 
want of loyalty and want of heartiness in the 
unusual work they have been called upon to 
perform during the past few months. It 
must be remembered that this is not alone a 
strike in Dublin, but in numerous other 
places, and the émeute of Friday will have 
the tendency to spread it still further, and a 
state of public opinion will arise which will 
make it well-nigh morally impossible for other 
lrishmen to fill the places of the discharged 
men. The Government is unquestionably 
losing its hold upon its agents, and will have 
to supply their places with soldiers, as it is 
now temporarily doing. It is not likely that 
the mob in Dublin will commit any special 
acts ot violence, as the Government will pre- 
vent it by military power in overwhelming 
force if necessary, but if the English Gov- 
ernment is wise it will look beyond the pres- 
ent excitement and recognize the broad tact 
that oppression is growing more and more 
difficult, and that the time is at hand when 
Irish agencies can no longer be relied upon 
to keep down the people of Ireland or strip 
them of their just rights. 
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Still it will pe treated with perfect fairness, 
as it will carry all the delegates the Repub- 
licans of that precigct are entitled to have. 
The precinct system wrks well in the 
Twelfth Ward. The results of the experi- 
ments there show that it must sfeedily be 
extended at least to all the Republican wards. 
It might be inadvisable to open all the pre- 
cincts in some of the wards, where the con- 
sequence of so doing would only be the poll- 
ing of an immense Democratic vote at Re- 
publican pfimaries. But in all wards like 
the Third, Fourth, Eleventh, Twelfth, Fit- 
teenth, Six th, and Eighteenth precinct 
primaries are an imperative necessity. In 
the Sixteenth Ward the voters east of Clark 
street go to the primaries in very limited num- 
bers because they are compelied to make the 
journey to Clybourn avenue on foot. The 
ward runs from the river to the lake. Itisa 
mile long by halt a mile wide. The opening 
of but one primary in such a ward is a ridic- 
ulous farce upon the idea of genuine repre- 
sentation of the Republican voters. 

After district primaries have been intro- 
duced in all the wards, the reform of the 
manner of choosing the judges will be an 
easy matter. The Congressional and Sen- 
atorial Committees are too small. Each pre- 
cinct should have a member ef them. If 
there were a larger membership it would be 
next to impossible for any candidate to 
rule the committee with a high hand 
or force his own judges upon unwilling con- 
stituencies. The usefulness of primaries de- 
pends upon the fairness and impartiality 
with which they are held. If they are used 
to suppress or pervert the willof the voters, 
instead of to ascertain and express it truth- 
fully, they are an abomination and a nui- 
sance, and ought to be suppressed.

1 THE SMOKE ORDINANCE. 

he people of Chicago have been agitated 
during many months over the question of 
abating the smoke nuisance. It has been 
claimed for many yeaus that it 1s possible to 
abate the smoke nulsahce, and thére are, per- 
haps, hundreds of machines invénted for 
that purpose. It ig also as vehemently, de- 
nied that any inves@ion so far discovered is 
equal to the task proposed. Hundreds of 
these machines or appliances have been put 
in use, and still the practical result has been 
that the city is ye: deluged with smoke, and 
the nuisance continues. The City Council 
has adopted ordinances on this subject. and 
the latesgpt these ordinances has been made 
applicable to the tugs and steamers in the 
river and to the locomotives upon all the 
railroads entering the ¢ity. 

As au offset to the representation that the 
smoke-cohsumers do not consume the sinoke, 
and that the flues continue to pour out the 
volumes Of smoke as usual, the proposition 
has been made that the rullAys, and the 
tugs and steamers, and the factories and mills 
in the cily shall use coke, which, being 
sinokeless, would relieye the city of the 
nuisance how resulting from the use of bi- 
Luminous coal. This involves the change of 
the grates in all the locomotives einployed in 
the city and in all the other establishments 
where coal is used in Chicago, On ac- 
count of this change, and because of other 


proper smoke-cousumer, insists that no coal 


shall be used that produces smoke. S0 long | 


as bituminous coal is used, so long there will 
be smoke. Can the City Council expect 
otherwise ?

The trouble be- 
tween the coustabulary force and the Gov- 
ernment has at its root a distaste for the 
work of keeping down a people by force, but 
the ostensible cause is dissatisfaction with 
the way and allowances, the men demanding 
that they shall have extra pay tor the extra 
work which has been forced upon them. 

The question of pay was considered by a 
commission Which satin Dublin in 1873, and 
the fullowing table shows the pay at that 
time and the rates which were allowed dy 
Parliament after the commission made its 
report; :

In addition to their pay the men are sup- 
plied with a clothing, lodging, and fuel al- 
lowance, and the unmarried men live to- 
gether in,barracks. Besides these allow- 
ances the men receive pensions, which are 
thus stated by the New York Herald: 


The question of pensions is another branch of 
the demands ot the force. It was not dealt with 
Dy the commission of 1873, and is settled by two 
acts of Parliament of 1847 and 1866. By the for- 
mer act, constables then in the force who were 
returned as medically uofit were to receive after 
fifteen years’ service two-thirds of their pay, 
and utter tweuty years their tull pay. Those 
who joined after the, pussing of the act were to 
receive, between twenty and twenty-tive yeura, 
two-thirds; between twenty-five and thirty, 
three-fourths; and after tbirty, the full Balury. 
In led, by the act then passed, the proportion 
was avain Changed, and it waS enacted chat for 
members of the force appointed after the Wth 
ofA ugust, 1866, the schle of pension was to be, 
on the compietion of fifteen years’ service. an 
annual pension of fifteen-tiftieths of the salary 
and au increase of one-tifteenth forevery year’s 
service up to thirty-fiftieths, which was the 
highest rate of pension granted under the act.

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ONE of the most interesting computations 


is that reluting to the amount of force imparted 
to the earth by the sun's heat. According to 
some of the Freuch investigations, there is re- 
ceived in one minute enough beat to raise the 
temperature of five and a daf cubic 
miles of water one degree centigrade. 
this with the work done by 
a given amount of beat as utilized in a 
steam engine, it would appear that the heat 
sent to the earth in the sun's rays during the 
space of one minute is equal to the accomplishb- 
ment of as much work as would be done by 2,000 
steam engines of 100-horse power each working 
continuously for the space of 4,000 years. By 
far the larger part of this heat-force, of course, 
expends itseif upon the earth in actual work, 
Ouly asmall portion of it beimg radiated into 
space. Necessarily, the resuit/thus accom- 
piished—such as the maintenance of the tem- 
perature of the earth, ocean, aad atmosphere, 
the stimulating of animal and vegetable life, 
etc.—must be the equivaient of the power re- 
tained by our giobe; but a Vast Amount remains 
unaccounted for still.

There are not a few who imagine that Mr. 
Cullerton’s sudden change from Sheridan to 
Curran is attributable to the ambitious designs 
of the Sixth Wa Alderman. If Curran be 
nominated, some of the Democrats will not sup- 
port bim, an independent Democrat will be 
nominated, and between the Independent Dem- 
ocrat, Curran, the Republican candidate. and 
the Socialist, Cullerton's own candidate, which, 
it is needless to say, is uilerton bimeeif, 
may slip in. Both Cullerton and Hildreth 
have up to this time been credited 
with Senatoria! aspirations: but there are those 
who believe that Cullerton’s Senatorial candida- 
ture and Hildreth’s, too, are only blinds. 
Cioonan, the statesman already referred to, will 
be Cullerton’s nominee, in which case there is 
no doubt that an independent win come for- 
ward. In this connection, William Curran, of 
the Public Library Board, and James T. Healy, 
of the School Board, both reputable gentiemen 
of large property interests in the district, are 
mentioned; also C. K. Ryan, of whom little is 
known. In Hildreth’'s district the Hildreth can- 
didate may be J. Howard, City Clerk, or a 
relative of Hildreth's named Strickland, hitherto 
unknown to fume. If either is put forward by 
the Aidermanic Demosthenes, John Commiskey 
or James E. O'Brien, a grocer, or Richard Dooley, 
an ex-bailifl, may e looked for to make 
the race on his own account. Cullerton’s candi- 
dates forahe Lower House in his district are 
“Conny” Sheehan and a bridgetender named 
Billy McNeille, who, cousidering, presumabl 
that length of dis nose prevented his innak 
ing f breaths of Bridgeport ozone, bad the 
nasal e abbreviated some time ago. If 
either should be put forward, an independent 
candidate may be looked for. In Hildreth’s dis- 
trict, the aspirants for the Lower House are 
Tom Walsh, son of bia father. Lord Chancellor 
David Walsh, and Joe Gorman, who sat in the 
last House forafew days. These are said to be 
the favored friends of Hildreth. Jobn O Brien, 
a city employé, and Danie! O'Sullivan, a Twelfth 
street saloonkeeper, are alleged to be candidates 
on their own account. 
Since the publication of their call, 
RAFFERTY’s “ REGULARS” 

seem to have dropped out of sight. But that 
does not mean that they have been quiet, or 
mean to be quiet. Ou the contrary, they have 
during the past week been working ke beav- 
ere. They have strenuously and emphatically, 
if not eloquently, defended their course, and 
have repeatedly declared their purpose to per- 
severe. They scoff at Jee Mackin's threats to 
read them out of the party, and have altogether 
manifested an independence and spirit which 
neither-Mackio nor Hildrethexpected. This in- 
dependence is beginning to have its effect, ana 
already Sberidan has deciared bis intension to 
ask for a nomination from the convention tallied 
by them. There is little doubt that Sheridan is 
sincere in this matter, aithough - there 
are those who say that it is pretense 
on his part to force Curran into the 
Rafferty convention and thus discredit him 
with the County Central Committee. Curran 
will hardly go in, however. He bas given mortal 
otfense to members of the Rufferty party by de- 
ciaring, through bis man McLaughiin, that be 
could Duy a nommation for $6,0W iu that gather- 
ing. When this came to HRafferty’s ears be was 
mad indeed. All the members of the committee 
—Katferty, O Connor, Gleason, and Wali—de- 
clare their determination to have “ honest 
primaries.’ They will select judges, they say, 
from the most reputabie citizens of the ward 
and will pot at all interfere in the matter of 
waking up deiewate tickets, leaving that eutire- 
ly to the people themselves. They also talk of 
fssuing an address to the peupie, urging them to 
out on the day of the primary, that the 
Mackin-Cullertun-Hildreth. impudence may 
be rebuked. Already the Democrats 
of the Eighth Ward are taking steps 
to present a ticket containing the names of the 
solid men of the ward, such as Tom McEvery, 
Athon Scbaeger, and Pat O Donne, at the pri- 
marie’. EX-Ald. PF. C. McDonaldis urging the 
same course ia the Seventa Ward. 80 far the 
„ Muidoons”’ of the Sixth and Fifth Wards have 
not beguu to moe in the matter. It is pro- 
dicted that the Hatferty gutbering will nominate 
either William Curran, James T. Healy, or ex- 
Judge Moore, ail resideuts of the district, or Will 
go outside the district, in which case either 
Wiiliam J. Hynes, Jobn F. Finerty, or ex-Gov.

For a district which va until recently the 
very Centre and hub of flerce excitement, 

beated controversy, and general bad biood, the 
comparative quiet which now reigns in the 
lately trouble Third is something remarkable. 
The events of the past few weeks have not been 
forgotten by any mauner of means, and while 
the lacerated feelings of the Morse, Swett, and 
Mason men break out now and then in renewed 
denunciations of the Cougressional Committee, 
pretty much everybody has settled down to the 
real work of the campaigu, and there is more 
quiet activity and less talk.

A DOWN-EAST CLAM-BAKE. 


The Aunual Gathering at Cadmau’s 
Neck, Westport— How a Genuine 
Clam-Bake is Prepared—The Ingre- 
dients Which Ge to Make Up ihe 
Royal Feast. 

Westport (Mass ) Morrespondence New York Times. 

‘lo thoroughly appreciate a New-England 
clam-bake ove must eat it in New England, 
and to make it entirely enjoyable one must 
assist in preparing il, or at least be present 
at the oven when the grand funerai pile is 
lighted. Ihe writer was present at a feast 
of this kind in the little town of Westport, 
Mass., last week, and after partaking hearti- 
ly of the clams and the. Uxins“ is prepared 
to make deposition to the fact that the gen- 
uine clam-bake is a rare treat which it pays 
one to travel many miles to enjoy. Westport 
has a Masonic lodge, which boasts of the 
euphonious title of Noquachuck, and com- 
prises some thirty members, Of these, some 
are in the Pacilic and Arctic Oceans chasing 
whales, others are scattered throughout 
Massachusetts, and still others are oll in 
foreign lands. Enough, however remain 
stationary in Westport to form a committee 
to arrange for the annual clam-bake, which 
is given under the auspices and for the bene- 
fitout the lodge, and this commitiee, of which 
A. C. Kirby and George Little were the two 
leading spirits, prepared the regular feast 
tids year in the good old-Tashioned style, and 
ou Thursday last some 1,500 persons—men, 
women, and children—sat down w enjoy it. 

Cudinan’s Neck, where tbe clam-bake was 
prepared, is a small point of land jutaug out 
into the Westport River, about four miles 
from the town. Under the trees and near 
the long tables two large “ovens” had been 
constructed by excavating two holes about 
lifiteen feet long by three broad and two 
deep. ‘The Masons had shown their handi- 
work at the craft trom which they take their 
name by lining’ these with large stones, and 
in each a great re of oak and pine wood 
was burning fiercely. A score of 
men were seated on the ground near 
by carefully washing and sorting 
40 bushels of clams which had been 
dug the night before on the shores of the 
Providence River. ‘They were not the large, 
repulsive-looking clams which are so often 
made te do service in bakes fureign to New 
England, but small, luscious looking bivalves, 
whose shells iairly shene as they came from 
the hands of the cleaners. Close by stood 
twelve bushel baskets full of lobsters, ail 
green and shining as they came from the 
water, and all wriggling about as 
though they foresaw .the fate in 
store for them, and were struggling 
to escape. Near by was another gang 
of men dipping highly spiced dressing trom 
two large, clean tubs and placing it in tin 
pans just from the store, which were nicely 
covered with clean, white cloths securely 
fastened around the rims. Others were 
husking corn for the grand bake, and still 
others were washing sweet potatoes and ty- 
ing them securely in canvas bags. ‘The prep- 
arations were observed by the hungry crowd, 
and appctites were whetted by the sight. 
‘There was nothing to repel, but everything 
to attract to the feast for which ali were 
wailing, 

Finally the great mass of food was ready 
for cooking, and then the grand event of the 
day, the closing of the bake, began. Men 
with pitehtorks cleared the ovens of 
blazing logs, and the stones, which had been 
raised to a Wiile heat, were caretully swept 
clean of ashes and embers, ‘These coun- 
try folks are fastidious in the mat 
ter of cleaniiness, and object to eat- 
ing clams garnished with carbon. ‘The 
ovens once cleaned the work of filling 
them with the edibles to be cooked was 
quickly pertormed. Into each was first 

gured 100 bushels of clean, shining clams. 

Very geltly they were deposited in the 
giowing furnace that their shells might not 
be broken, ahd, as they struck the stones, a 
sizzling hoise was heard, as the thousands of 
clams apparently’ breathed out loud sighs of 
agouy, and a dense cloud of sali-simeiling 
steam arose, Which tickled the nostrils and 
served to whet appetites which had 
aiready been sbarpenéd by rides of 
trom five to twenty miles in the fresh 
morning air of the country. The lobsters 
were next sent to bear the clams company, 
and as they struck the bed they wriggied and 
syuirmed in a manner which would have 
turn the heartstrings of the good Mr. Bergh. 
Next came the corn, with pans of dressing 
judiciously distributed trom one end of tue 
great bake to the other, and the apex wus 
crowned with a score of long and shal- 
low baskets, in which were layers of 
biuefish and trip and the bags of 
sweet potatoes garnishing the outer 
edges of the great pile. A heavy cauvas was 
drawn over the whole, and on this was 
thrown a mass of wet and dry seawegd, until 
every crevice from which steam could poss: 
bly escape was closed, and the bake was then 
lett to cook itself in the steam of the claus 
and the heat of the hery furnace. 

It takes a bake thus judiciously prepared 
about half an hour to be ready fur the table, 
and at the enti of that time the Noquachueck 
bake was ready to be eaten. Ihe sea 
weed was tossed aside, the canvas 
raised trom one end, and the. 
opened by degrees. 
waiters dipped their pans in the mass of 
steaming food dud placed upon the tables 
before the hungry crowd the resulis of the 
experiment. Everybody set to work wiih a 
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clams were tender and 
E ee ee 
winkling. ng in 
melted Hhutter—butter churned the — be- 
fore on the farms of Westport—they pre- 
sented an appetizing appearance which could 
not de resisted. The cleaners and sorters 
had donp their work well, and no grit or 
sand entered the mouth to spoil the taste of 
—— Px pen * ea mars were 
cy an upregnat ust 
enough | with the flavor of. the on Be in 
which they had boiled to make them a 
delicate; morsel. The fish, too, was 
marvelohsly improved in flavor by this 
zame steam, in which it had been confined 
for half an hour, while the potatoes and corn 
tasted ag potatoes and corn never tasted be- 
fore, to one individual who was enjoying his 
first New-England clam-bake. One seems 
never toſtire of eating at a table spread with 
such luxuries as these, and, as there was 
plenty for all, everybody ate until forced to 
desist from pure exhaustion. Thebake over, 
the rempinder of the day was passed in 
dancing, flirting, and gossiping, and many of 
the people lingered at Cadman’s Neck until 
long past the midnight hour.

A New Route from the Pacific Coast 
Throuch Northern Mexico—Great Min- 
eral Wealth Aloug the New Route. 

Special Correspondence of The Chicago iripune. 

REAL DEL CASTILLO, Mexico, Aug. %.—Ssome 
montbs ago some Pnoiladelphia capitalists set on 
foot inquiries as to the possibility of a road 
through Nortbern Mexico from the Pacific coast 
to the Gulf of Mexico, by the shortest route be- 
tween ocean and ocean, only to find that Boston 
capitalists, who had secured so many valuabie 
franchises ia the Southern Republic, bad se- 
cured this one as well. The Mexican Govern- 
ment granted to T. L. Rogers, of Boston (a son- 
in-law of Thomas Nickerson, President of the 

Mexican Central), Vice-President of the Califor- 

nia Southern Rallroad, which is now building 

from San Diego to the; Colorado River, to con- 
nect there with the Atlantic & Pacific, aconces- 


way of Guadalupe, Real del Castillo, and Santa 
Catalina to the mouth of the Colorado River, 
thence by way of Altar and Magdalena to So- 
nora, connecting with the Sonora Railroad from 
Guaymas to Tucson, and thence 10 Calabasas, 
where The Bee Line connects with the Ari- 
zona Central for Tombstone and Prescott and 
with the Nambres Branch of the Atchison, To- 
peka & Santa Fé—ali these lines being under the 
control of the latter company. 

The line has been surveyed and found one of 
the best natural routes fora road which was 
ever discovered. Five miles from Sau Diego to 
National City are already bulit, and work will 


be pushed 1 both east and west and trom 
Calabasas aud Magdulenu, at both of which 
ponts it connects with the Sonora and 
also with the Mexican Central. Fuat section 


of the line wiil be about 500 ites in 
length. The company will builda 9.4 trom 
the rich gold and silver mines of the Real del 


Castilio to Ensenada on Todes Santos Bay ou 
the Pacific, a distance of tweaty-eight miles, 
thereby tapping and controlling the Vast copper. 
iron, and coal mines of Buja, Cal. From Altar 
the road will be extended through Magdalena 
to Arispe aud Baptiste in Sovora, thence by the 
City of Chihuatua, where it will cross tbe Mex- 
ican Central main line to Leone Vicario and 
Monterey to Matameras to the Guif of Mexico. 
At Monterey it will cross Jay Gould's Mexican 
National system. 

Leaving Nauonal City, the road crosses the 
Mexican boundary iu fourteen miles and euters 
the rich Valiey of the Tia Juana, which is twen- 
ty miles long and varying from one to six in 
width, througk Valle de Les Palmos, twenty 


miles long and four to eight wide, the 
Valiecites, twelve miles long and 
one to three wide, the Guadulupe 


twenty long by six to eight wide, the San Rafael, 
thirty by four to tweive wide, and the Valley of 
the Colorado River, a hundred miles loug and 
fifteen to thirty wide, in which grow millions of 
tous ot wild bemp avnually, and which alone 
will furpiss the road with 10,000 cars of freight 
a year. East of the Colorado tbe valleys are 
very fertile and much like those west ot the 
river. Southwest of Calabasas there is some 
timber, and many of the valieys are heavily 
wooded with live oak, mesquit, paio verde, and 
sycamore. immediateiy east of the Real del 
Castillo and the San Kataeil goid mines there isa 
fine body of heavy pine timber sixty to ninety 
miles in length and fifteen to thirty in width, 
the timber being equal in size ta any of the 
Michigan, Wisconsin, or Northern California 
pines. 

There are now thirty-one gold and silver 
mines in operation alung the Hee Llue Route.“ 
and as many more in adjacent districts. There 
are ten or twelve furnaces and smelling works 
for reducing galeua, silver, and copper ores in 
operation, and still the neid is new and almost 
unvccupied comparatively, Just sauth of the 
boundry line, twenty miies from San Diego, the 
road enters the copper district 8 miles south- 
east down the coast, in which are no less than 
100.000 veins of copper, 10,000 of which are good 
and will develop into good mines. Only tbirty- 
four bave been located so far. One of these 
was bonded for $74,000, one was sold for $12,- 
000, and $12,000 is asked for anotber. Those 
not taken up can be had by any one who sees 
fit to locate them. Etforts will be made to piace 
some of them in the East as soon as the road 
gets nearer to them. They are from two to 
twenty miles from the ocean. 

Between Vailecitos and the Heal del Castillos 
the road passes withbiu five or six miles of a 
mountain of iron- ore. Indications of iron-ore are 
found at the latter place. Twoofr the gold mines 
worked here, formerly owned by a Philadelphia 
company, are reported to be sold to an Eastern 
company fora million dollars. Tne yieid of the 
mill of this miue on its lest run was $1,000 a day, 
and the miil bad only ten stamps, Anotber 
mine io the same greup has given ussays us high 
as $47.76 to the ton and never less than $21 70 
in gold. This mine was also owned by a Phila- 
Geiphia company at onetime. Coal has been 
found near the line uf the road, just east of San 
Rafael, and just north of the line is a mountain 
of sulphurand alum. At the Coldrado River 
the road will get the wild bemp, and 
on either side of the gulf miil- 
ions of tons of pear! shbelis, fit for 
buttons, combs, and knife-handies. East of the 
river the road passes through great soda beds, 
vast beds of iron-ore, near the coul region, and 
rich mioing deposits, not only of roid and silver, 
but ot lime, gypsum, and marbie. This is only 
a bint of the mineral wealth that is opened by 
this road. 

The concession is a remarkable one. The 
Mexican Governwent gives the right of way, 2u0 
feet in width, and all the stone, timber, and 
building material free. All material for the 
road is to be admitted free of | duty. and the 
— is to bay no taxes of any kind for fifty 
years. It isto be allowed to charge six cents a 
mile for first-class passengers, four for secord- 
class, and two for third-ciuss, and from two to 
tbree cents per ton per mile on ull freights. In 
addition to all this the company is to receive a 
subsidy of $9,000 a miles, to be paid on the com- 
pietion of each section of twenty mijes of the 
road. One could hardly ask for abefter thing 
than this.

The Transportation of Cattle by Rail. 
Special Dispatca to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Sept. 2.—The Montgomery Pal- 
ace Stock-Car Company bs just run a special 
train from Chicago to this city in order to ex- 
bibit the merits of its improved stock transpor- 
tation. The train which quit Chicago Wednes- 
day night rao through to Jersey City in lifty- 
three bours, reaching the Erie Stock-Yaras at 
about lo clock this morning. There were a oum- 
ber of unavoidable delays on the route or the trip 
would have been made in forty-seven bours: 
Asserting that the usual time for bringing cattle 
through from Chicago is more than double this 
number of hours, the capitalists interested in the 
Montgomery Stock Paiace Company claim that 
in this rapid trausit lies one of their greatest ad- 
vantages. Their trains are 60 constructed and 
fitted with air-brakes that the cattic cars muy 
be run on express train time without discomfog 
to the stock transported. The cars are supplied 
with ingenious devices for feeding and watering 
the stock en route. Many of those persons who 


made the trial trip—a Pullman palace car being 
attached to the stock train—report that the cat-

Wheat and Other Grains and Pro- 
visions Take a Tumble in 


Sympathy. 


Professional Defaulters Kicking Over a 
Iwo-Cent Loss on Wheat, 


The markets were weak yesterday. It was 
one of the weakest days known outside of 
breaks on the collapse of corners. Markets 
nav been known to tumble more extensively 
from points where they have been supposed to 
be sustaiued by speculative squeezes, but it is 
very seldom that they have falien on what the 
bears would call “their own merits”’ so gener- 
ally and so far as they did yesterday, The ball 
was opened by corn. That market was a little 
firmer at the outset. There were several buy- 
ing ordersin hand, some suppesed to be from 
St. Louis, the reason for which was said 
to be that news was received that lowa 
had been visited by a frost the preceding night. 
This made some of the boys think that they bad 
been seilt too freely and two fast, so they 
bought bac ain. The market went up an 
average of balf a cent all around, nut soon 
turned downwards. Certain local parties who 


| had sold near tne top on Thursday and filed in 


near the bottom on Friday thought it wasa 
good time to sell again, and they unloaded all 
that was wanted to filithese orders and then 
bad a lot more to sell after the buyers bad got 
through. This was the signul for another down- 
ward raid. The momw@nt the market 
looked to be wenkenm further, tiibre was a 
vigorous calling of margins by the shorts, to 
which the big lougs responded freely, while a 
good many holdings were sold out because the 
margios held on account of outside customers 
were nearly or quite exhausted, and the com- 
mission mea did not dare to risk the wait for 
further returns. It was remarked by persons in 
the trade that there was a

to sell. Tais invited other selling orders frum 
outside, and again the market wént down. It 
reacted a littie between Il and 12 o'clock, but 
turned off again towards I o'clock, and closed 
rather tame, only to weaken further ip the aft- 
egnoon under big olfermygs on the irregular 
bourd in we alley.

lt wae reported that good cord was selling, 
fromm the wagon at 48 counts a Dusbei on the 
streets of Naskville; that St. Louis aud Kansas 
City were wenaved with more corn from the 
South than they could possibly take care of, and 
that ‘Texas wus wong to slip big quantiles to 
New Orleans to be sent around the continent to 
New York to compete fur the supplying of New 
Evgiand points with Chicago, in addition to 
sending Liverpool and London all Gat might be 
wanted by Western Europe.

It is certainly well that werchants, coun- 
try dealers, ano the commercial public geceraily, 
should understand that the professional de- 
fauiter now plutuly ayows his business metb- 
ods, and that is: never to pay a loss. Should he 
succeed in bis eiforta to br the Louard of 
Trade up to a recoguition of bis business stand- 
ard—a matter ne has been at work on for

The Weakened Health of the Great 
Thinoker—His Trip te the Catekilis and 
Mis Future Pians, 

New York Bvening Post. 

MonrTcuatr, N. J., Aug. V. I met recently an 
old friend of Herbert Spencer. T have no 
idea,” said he “how broken-down that man 
is. He can’t sleep, he can’t calm 
himself. He refused to see gentlemen 
in this city with whom he bad deen in corre- 
spondence for years—refused even to accept 
letters from them. As for myself, who have 
known bim for a long time, be dismissed me per- 
emptorily and hurried off to the Windsor Hotel 
soon after reaching the city. He not only wouldn't 
talk philosophy with anybody, but he wouldu't 
talk auytbing eise. Thefact ishecouldn’t. The 
voyage was too much for him in bis present 
state. He took it as a tonic, but it didn't agree 
with bim, and now be is roaming among the 
Catskills, nobody knows where, in company with 
an oid English friend, Mr. Edward Lott, who 
was bis compagnon du voyage,and who for 
twenty years and more has been of the greatest 
assistance to him. The two are traveling incug., 
so far as Mr. Spencer is concerned. They — 
ter their names at hotels as Mr. Lait and 
friend.’ They want to be let alone.” 

“ Shall we'see nothing of Mr. Spencer in New 
Tork? I asked. 

“ Possibly, in September. His plan is to go 
through the Catskills very leisurely, thence to 
Canada, and gradually work bis way down the 
St. La nee to Niagara Fails and back to New 
York if be is strong enough. But one of his 
chief dreads in view of comimg to this city was 
the dread of being talked to when he arrived 
here. It was worse than any dread of crossing 
the Atlantic.“ 

le has escaped the realization of his chiet 
dread, it seems.” 

“ Yes, but the passage over was terribly try- 
ing. It lett him used up, in a condition 
where the most considerate attentions of his 
worthiest friends would be only a burden to 


him. 

Has he been long in ill-health?’ 

Ever since the year 1855, when be finished 
his‘ Principles of Psychology,’ bis greatest work. 
in eleven mouths. It ruined him physicaily; 
since that time he has been the slave of sieep- 
lesness and nervous irritation. I have received 
from him perhaps 20. letters in the last 
twenty years, but ae A are all on business, 
and short. I purposely kept him from writing 
on other subjects, because I knew what a labor 
it was to him and wished tos him. In all 
the letters that he has written me there is not 
one that contains a paragraph that would iuter- 
eat the public.” 

Have Mr. Spencer's published writings re- 
munerated him in the large, American sense of 
the word? 

“No, notin the large, American sense; but 
they bave paid bim weil. His publishers in this 
country, Mesers. D. Appieton Co. bave paid 
bim the regular autbor’s royalty of 10 per Cent 
on the retail price of every one of his books 
sold by them. Notasingie volume bearing his 
name has come from their press without a vol- 
untary guarantee on their part that be should 
benefited financially to that extent; 1 
may say that they have extended the same 
courtesy to Mr. Tyndall, Mr. Darwin, Mr. Hux- 
ley, and all the other foreign authors represeut- 
ed in their ‘ Internationa! Science Series.’ These 
gentlemen receive from the Messrs. Appicton 
as large a percentage as if they were Americans 
who wrote books iu this country and pudlisned 
them here. Mr. Spencer has always had this 
recognition, ever since bis first work bore the 
Messrs. Appletou's impriat.” 

“Ia Mr. Spender social in his tastes?” 

„His principles are social, I should say, rather 
than his tastes. He is not a society man, like 
Tyndall, and in the sense that Tyndall is; but 
his conversation is something remarkable. An 
excellent Eugtish authority once referred to 
bim as ‘the finest talker I ever deard.“ But 
the late Rev. Dr. Bellows, who judged 
things by their at eS e said 
Speacer was stupid. Tne fact is, Spen- 
ver, a8 @ talker, is mighty rather than 
brilliant. When writing his books he dictates 
every word to an amanuensis, aud works only 
three hours aday. For years be has not worked 
longer than that. Then, when tne allotted three 
hours are spent, anything for diversion—partic- 
ularly the opera or the convert, or billiards, and 
above all, when he is quite used up, the 
country. He is extremely fond of the coun- 
try, gud in his periods of greatest distress will 
fly thither and stay until he vicks himself 
up a little. But his life had been utterly devoid 
of ‘incident,’ and there is, indeed, nothing to be 
written about him except what he himseif bas 
written in his works. All that can be said is 
what has already appeared lu Appletou's Cy- 
clopredia.” jingled up a little—that be was boro 
in E: this bis father was a teacher; that be 
was fond of observing and experiment- 
ing with insects and with pbpilosopbical 
apparatus; that be wasa proficient in mathe- 
matics and devised a theorem in geometry: that 
he became a civil engineer; that he exercised 
uimselt as an inventor: that be tried ‘literary 
work’ in London, but did not succeed; in 
1834 he became convinced that all organized be- 
ings have become what they are by de- 
velopment; that in 150] he pud- 
lished a prospectus a philosoph- 
ical system founded upon that doc- 
trine, and that be has since been engaged in the 
evolutions of that system. But there are uo 
‘events’ in his life. His distinction is simply 
that de is a thinker. Twenty years ago one 
of bis friends in this country said that be was 
destined to be the foremost thinker to stimu- 
late American thougst. That's what he is 
today. He has no family—neithesg wife nor 
ohlldren, father, mother, sister, or brother. He 
is ali alone afi independent. But, notwith- 
standing all that has been written about him. no 
one has yet placed him as a thinker. His 
exact rank io the hierarchy of thinkers has not 
yet beea defined.”

There was a very active demand yesterday 
from shippers of grain for vessel-room. Con- 
siderabie room was taken for oats, in fact, more 
than on any other day tbis season. Hates for 
corn and wheat were very strong, ud cents a 
busbel being paid one vessel for a cargo of corn. 
Another vessel received 2 cents a bushel and 
a tree tow bill. The inquiry embraced oom for 
| nearly every wrain-receiving port, both Ameri- 
can and Canadian. Vessel-owners were jubi- 
laut, the majority of them believing that ship- 
pers will be willing to pay 3. cents a bushel to 
Buffalo by the middle of this week. Receipts of 
grain by rail are becoming better and better, 
and it looks now as though a boom was about 
to set in in the grain-carrying business by lake. 
Several owners of large craft, notably such 
ones as the schooners Michigan and Liz- 
zie A. Law, and vessels of that character, 
are holding them back from engagements, being 
determined to either receive paying freights or 
let their vessels lie in ordinary. By reference 
to the vessels chartered yesterday it will be 
noticed that the majority are sailing vessels,

/ season. This igdicates that shippers ure becom- 


ing anxious to move their grain eastward, and 
the only thing vessei-owners have to fear is that 
the increased demand for vesgels to carry 
grain will cause a large fleet of iron-ore carriers 
to be thrown on the grain-carrying market and 
result in again forcing rates down. As it is, the 
grain fleet at this port is gradually diminishing, 
and should the demand for carriers eontinue as 
brisk this week as it was last week, the expecta- 
tions of yessel-owners that rates will reach 3 
cents a bushel on corn to Buffalo before the end 
of the week are more than /ixely to be realized.

The Supreme Court to Be Asked to 
Save His Neck.

AT THE ARENA rr SPAIN. 


Peculiar Sensations the Fights Give to 
a Stranger—Agony He is Made to Suf- 
ler- Would You Geo a Second Time! 

New York Times. 


Toro, Spain, Aug. 5.—I have not yet 
ceased wondering at that peculiar state of 
mind an American would find himself in 
had he, without previous promptings, 
been placed among the spectators at a 
Spanish bull-fight The arena is six 
times the size of our circus rings, 
and the ground is of gard, beaten-down sand, 
the whole circle surrounded by stone seats, 
one tier over the other, with capabilities of 
holding 10,000 people. The places for the 
spectators are separated from the arena by a 
barrier, breast high, which forms a walk be- 
tween the arena and the seats. Into this place 
ofsafety the bull-fighters spring when too 
closely pursued by the animal. You take 
your place, and are at once excited. Whether 
it be a feeling uf wonder or dread I hardly 
know. You conjure up ali the horrible 


things you may have seen or dreamed of, 9s 
if to accustom yourself to a new sensation.

ait the arena, as I saw it a few days ago, 
is in the full blaze of the brilliant sunlight 
and is a carnival of colo of To depict it an 
artist’s palet would bei sible, it if so rich 
with the varied hues of shawls, gay dresses, 
startling parasols, and fluttering fans. The 
noise is deafening, for everybody is talking or 
laughing, and to add to the confusion thereis 
a band.

Two 
men on horseback, in costumes of the six- 
teenth century, enter the — They ride 
across the ring, approach the place where the 
dignitary who presides over bull-fights is 
seated, baring their heads, receive 
permission to commence the dread- 
ful business. Slowly, as in state, 
they now approach the entrance 
from whence the bull-üghters will come. 
Then out from here emerges the whole b 
of espadas, picadors, and bandarillos. This 
display is superb. men are clad in 
gorgeous colors, They march across the 
arena to the loge of the President, bow low, 
and then, ranging themselves about the 
sides of the arena, await the coming of 
the bull. The keys of the bull in- 
closure are now thrown into the arena to 
be deftly caught by a bull-fighter. He 
marches slowly along, tuns the key, and 
a door grates on its hinges. Then 
you feel your nerves vibrate, your muscles 
contract, as you strain your eyes. There is 
a dead silence. In an instant a bull strides 
into fhe arena, and, with jerky motion of 
head and lashing of tail, glares at the sun- 
light. Ten thousand voices greet him. The 
bull for a moment seems dazed, but it is 
only fora moment. At once he seems to 
understand who are his enemies, and with a 
vicious movement plunges into the arena. 
The massacre has begun. 

You have a dim conception of some fierce 
assault between a man on a gaunt horse 
aud a frantic bull, You are positive that the 
bull has driven his horns into the poor 
horse. There are flutterings of cloaks and 
wild dashes of the bull, and then you 
see a bleeding, an eviscerated horse, 
spurred and lashed in pursuit of the 
bull. You are sickened, you feel 
faint, and yet you are terribly excited. The 
bull dashes wildly hither and thither, and 
you forget about the horse. It is all the 
caparilios can do to elude the rapid attacks 
of the bull. Still they flap their cloaks in his 
bloodshot eyes. They lead him toward the 

icador. ‘The bul is furious. Here 

something he evidently thinks 
which cagnot punishment. 
But you see the horse again, who, 
fallen on his side, in his agony entangles his 
feet in his own entrails. One brute tries to 
make the horse stand UP, only to be hurled 
over again to the ground by the maddened 
bull. Sometimes as 8 12 horses 
are killed by one bull, ay remark 
that the more horses ‘killed * better the 
Spaniard deems the show. 

A trumpet sounds and the bandarillos are 
brought into the arena. The picadors retire 
and no doubt say a pater or an ave to their 
patron saint, praying to live to see themselves 
ng oa on more horses whose entrails are 
to 9 out by bulis. The darts are 
now in dandarillos' hands. The 
ball has been fretted enough; 
the bandarillos’ duty is to make him 
crazy. The bandarillos buzz around 
him like hornets, and prick him with their 
darts. You wonder how itis all done. The 
bull seems for an instant to have one man at 
his mercy. His horns are within a hair’s 
breadth of the bandarillo, and next you see 
the man untouched, the bull's head high in 
the air, but his neck fringed with darts. 
Eight of these darts are dangling now in his 
hide, when the trumpet sounds once more, 
and the multitudes yell for the espada. The 
bull stands panting, with streaming sides. 
The espada steps into the ring, places him- 
self before the President’s seat, and says a 
few words to the effect that, with his per- 
mission, he desires ejther to kill or be killed 
2 the bull. He takes his jaunty cap — 
off his head and throws it into the r 
Now,in a dignified manner, with 5 
strut, the espada goes forth to meet the bull, 
and never stops until he is within a few feet 
of him. The bull seems astounded at this 
coolness, co does not budge. 

The espada takes a bit 807 red cloth and 
holds it close to the bull. This is too much 
of an impertinence for toro, who, with a 
quick, vicious dash at the espada completel 
dispels any idea you may have that the bul 
is tired. he red cloth has almost been en- 

gled in the bull’s horns, and that animal 
ms surprised that he is only tear- 
ing up the air with his sharp prongs. This 
play, which worries the bull, is continued 
until at last the beast is apparently tired out, 
for he seems hardly conscious of the pres- 
ence of his enem The espada’s sword is 
then slowly rai ‘until itison a line with 
his eye.

CHicaao, Sept. 2.—I read with much in- 
terest the address delivered at Watkins Glen, 
N. Y., last Sunday by (the late Rev.) George 
C. Miln, of tris city. I was doubly interested 
because I knew Mr. Miln in the East, where, 
shortly before he left he preached 
a series of sermons designed to 
set forth the sniftings of theological 
thought, especially in Brooklyn, and in 
which he predicted a wonderful “ skedad-

say, about ten years after he was chosen to 
minister to the Gentiles—he tells the Athen- 
ians that the unknown to whom they 
had erected an altar was not worshiped 
with men’s hands, as though He needed an 1 
thing, seeing that he was the Creator of all 
things and Lord of heaven and earth; that 
the God-head is not like gold or silver, or 
stane graven by art and man’s device, as were 
their gods, He tells them about a judgment 
day and points to the resurrection of Christ 
as proof thereof. He tells the Romans that 
this God is not a partial God, butis the God 
of the Gentiles as well as the Jews; he enters 
into an elaborate argument to the Corin- 
thians in support of the resurrection eae 
Acts xxiv.; 15 also}: he tells the Phillipians 
that for him to live was Christ, but to die 
was gain, and he was in a strait between his 
desire to depart and be with Christ, which 
is far better than to stay, because as he 
tells his son Timothy” there is laid up for 
him a “crown of righteousness.” [See als 
Hebrew xii, 22-24.] It is true he speaks of 
the incarnation of Christ as a great mystery: 
but it is very plain to his mind it was not the 
fact but the approaches to and operations of 
the fact that were unexplainable. But Mr. 
Miln kvows as well as anyone that facts are 
facts, whether we can explain them or not, 
And hence Paul tells Timothy that God man- 
ifested in the flesh, in Christ, was believed fm 
the world. having been justified or certified 
toasa fact by the Spirit. There is no at- 
tempt at mysticism here, and there is none in 
this apostolic “ zealot’s”’ belief of the -atone- 
ment and Christ's relation to it; (see I. Tim- 
othy L, 15, iL, 3-6], nor yet in his teaching 
concerning the future punismment of the 
wicked [see II. Thess., I., 6-10.; Heb. x., 27-31). 
But I need not pursue diese emasculated 
dogmatisms”’—this “hazy mysticism’’—any 
further. 

As a dupe of this mysterious, now all-per- 
vading, tore, called Christianity l'm glad 
that amid all its elements of weakness Mr. 
Miln sees an element of strength in its poetry. 
Well, Ishall begin to believe that agnosti- 
cism has an idea left when 1 can read such 
poetic prayers to its deity as the verses that 
Mr. Miln quotes. ‘The rhymester may jingle 
off couplets by the yard, but the poet must 
have ideas. Aud nowhere can these be found 
in greater profusion than in Hebrew and 
Christiau poetry. Though not a prophet, 
nor the son of a prophet, | predict here and 
now that Mr. Miln’s school of philosophy 
will never produce a hymn or poem worthy 
of the naure founded wholly and solely upon 
negations of Hebrew or Christian faith. 

Let me ask Mr. Miln what lie has to offer 
to the human heart for “the convincing and 
seductive charm” “ of a blissful immortality 
of the righteous’”’ which he would have us 
discard? Ilis Watkins Glen address offers 
nothing in its stead. Now he knows thata 
“seductive charm' can’t be taken from the 
heart without supplying its place with some- 
thing as seductive, ii not more so. The 
human heart, like Nature itself, abhog a 
vacuum. What will be put in the placetof 
this blissful immortality? And, by the way, 
I might suggest to him that this seductive 
charm is not confined to the righteous alone; 
the wicked share it also. There hus been 
scarcely a murderer hung according to law 
in this land within the last decade who did 
not go “to glory” in flying colors in hope 
of this blissful ‘immortality. So that Mr. 
Miln must not confine his ministry of nega- 
tion to the riguteous alone. Let the other 
side have a chance also. 

But the case is not quite hopeless in this 
„organized church of modern times,“ even 
from the agonostic’s standpoint She has 
ber charities, albeit they are not administer- 
ed upon scientific principles; her “ fascin- 
ating mysticism is an abomination to the ex- 
act scientific mind of this age; her “awful 
villainy of an eternal hell” is something that 
the righteoussoul of agnosticism abhors,and 
hence Mr. Miln expects to see the back of 
“the organized church of modern times“ 
broken with the load which it has to carry. 
Dut in this expectation Mr. Miln is himself 
unscientific. He must certainly know that 
having borne this burden for nearly 1900 
years the church's back has become used to 
it: and that its weight has been lessened 
rather than increased by the discussions of 
Liberals over it duri the fifty or more 
years past. Noris Mr, Miln any more fort- 
unate’or scientific in hhy treatment of the 
dogina of immortality. “It is not very scien- 
tific to delare, in one breath, that the church’s 
foundation for this doctrine is insecure, and, 
in the next breath, that “the whole realm 
which lies ee the group of our senses is 
an inscrutable mystery,“ because if that be 
so there's ample room not only for immor- 
tality’’ but for “hell” also. Now “the 
scientific method“ leaves no such loop-holes 
of escape as that, and Mr. Miln will have to 
correct his sclence when next he appears in 
Watkins Glen. 

But what does Mr. Miln and his school of 
inconoclasts offer to the church in lieu of 
these amasculated dogmas? Let us see: 
Scientific rules of life, wise hygiene, scientif- 
ically ventilated and drained houses, educa- 
tion for the ignorant, nurses for the sick, 
food for the hungry, shelter anu care for the 
blind, and to rescue the harlot from the 
gates of hell.“ B..t whatbrought her there ?— 
the church? Nay, verily, Mr. Miln 
knows better. He knows there is 
no such place as “hell,” and he 
he knows, too, that harlots are not usually 
those who believe in such a doguia, or have 
any fear of it. They belong as a class to the 
Liberai or Know-Nothing party, and sub- 
scribe most heartily to Mr. Miln’s creed. But 
it does seein to an uninitiated laymind, like 
my own, that the organized church of mod- 
ern times nas a few hospitals and nurses 
for the sick, a few asylums for the blind, and 
deaf, and dumb, for the aged and the poor, 
for the orphan and the fatherless, and even 
for Mary Magdalene, scattered throughout 
its universal territory. Has Mr. Miln never 
heard of these during his public life? His 
address would give the impression that what 
he purposes to take the place of church 
is something new. But it isn’t. | Christen- 
dom is full of these things. They are among 
the first blessings carried by the church to 
heathen lands. 1 have a dim recollec- 
tion too that the church, through some 
ot its members in aris, London, 
New York, Brooklyn, and Chicago—the 
city of Mr. Miln’s habitation—has done some- 
thing, and is doing more, to furnish scientific- 
ally-ventilated houses for the magses. But 
somehow or other this antiquated | organiza- 
tion of modern times does not seem to think 
that it could ventilate or build better houses, 
if it should throw away its hopeof a house 
not made with hands, eternalin the heavens; 
that it could take better care of the sick if it 
should deny or fail to believe that thege is an 
asylum where 

“ Sickness and sorrow, pain and death, 
Are felt and feared no more; 

that it could give more bread to the hungry if 
it refused to satisfy its own hunger with“ the 
bread which came down from Heaven’’; 
or that it coul@instruct the ignorane® better 
if itdenied the authority of its Divine Fa- 
ther or refused to receive His instruction.

LOCKED OUT. 
TROUBLE IN A TORONTO SUNDAY-SCHOOL. 
Tvronte Globe. 

For some time past there have been troub- 
les of a nature which may be termed 
„party“ at Grace Church. The congrega- 
tion had formerly worked together har- 
moniously, and it was not expected that a 
congregation entirely of such a pronounced 
“Low” type would be troubled with party 
differences. The members of the congrega- 
tion have, however, been taking sides upon 
matters in dispute, some supporting the 
rector, the Rev. J. P. Lewis, and others op- 
posing him. It is alleged that since breaking 
with the Evangelical party he has endeav- 
ored to draw the congregation atter him. 
Since the church was enlarged tne Bible 
class, Which has formerly been held in the 
church, has been held in a chapel called the 
Grace Church Mission Chapel. This has 
been conducted by Mr. W. H. Howland, who 
is also warden of the church. In teaching 
the International Sunday-School Leaflet 
was used. This Mr. Lewis wished 
to have replaced by the Church 
of England Sunday-school lnstitute 
Leaflet, because of the church teaching in 
the latter. This has been opposed by Mr. 
Howland. When the Sunday-school of 
Grace Church held its pienic a short time 
ago the Mission Bible Class refused to join. 
They have lately been making arrangements 
for holding a picnic on their own account. 
The rector opposed this, but they persisted, 
whereupon it is said he threatened legal pro- 
ceedings if the name of the Grace Church 
Bible Class was used. Notwithstanding this 


juon the picnic will, It is said, be held.

A section of the congregation 
have been dissatisfied with several details 
in the manner of conducting public 
worship. The eastward position during a 
portion of the Holy Communion service was 
objected to, because the congregation had 
not been accustomed to it. Mr. Lewis, not 
considering this of much importance, agreed 
to forego this point, but those opposed to 
him say that the position he takes up now is 
a sort of compromise between the two. An- 
other point upon which there is some feeling 
is the abolition’ of the Wednesday evening 
prayer-meeting in the basement, and the sub- 
stitution of evening service in the church. 
Those in favor of the prayer-meeting are of 
the opinion that more good would be done, 

articularly in that locality, by such being 
veld in the basement than a full service in 
the church. Some time ago some little feeling 
was caused by the introduction of thelnstitute 
Leaflets in the stead of International Leaflets 
in the Sunday-school, the majority of the 
teachers being opposed to the change. Mr. 
Berwick says the finances of the church are 
suffering, the revenue having decreased for 
the past six months as compared with the 
previous year. Mr. Lewis is at present in 
Manitoba, and is not expected to return fora 
couple of weeks.

A meeting is called for 
Sept. 6 to perfect plans to raise a large fund 
as amemorial of the churches’ quarter cen- 
tennial, which occurs next May. 


In the State of Michigan there are only 
thirteen installed Congregational pastors out 
of 208 in the active ministry. The new sta- 
tistics show a decrease of 160 in the total 
membership, and an increase of sixty-five in 
the additions by confessions, which num- 
bered 605. Ofthe 255 churches 154 report not 
a solitary addition by confession during the 
year. 

At the annual meeting of the Biue Ribbon 
Gospel ‘Temperance Society, held recently in 
London, it was stated that since the society 
had been organized 470,000 pledge eards had 
been sent from the headquarters to different 
parts of the country. It was predicted that 
the time was at hand when the drinking of 
spirituous liquors would cease in the United 
Kingdom.

REAL ESTATE. 


Business During the Week De- 
cidedly Tame, 


The Demand Almost Exclusively for 
Small-Lot Property. 


Sales of the Week—Large Build- 
ing Operations. . 


Aotivity in Real Estate in Hyde Park, 
Pullman, and South Chicago. 


The Market. 

Although business in real-estate circles was 
decidedly tame during the week, as a dealer re- 
marked, “we feel the unmistakabie sensation 
of reviving prosperity. It is not in the form of 
clear-cut inquiries for property exactiy, but the 
few capitalists who are in town bave shown 
sis us of feeling about for favorable invest- 
ments that are pretty certain indications of a 
wood fall trade.” The general verdict among 
dealers is that there has never been such 
“homestead fever” among all ciasses of 
people as has been developed during 
the past few months. Every man who 
has enough money’ laid by to make 
the first payment, and who can see bis way at 
all clear to subsequent settlements, seems bent 
upon the purchase of a lot upon which he io- 
tends at the earliest possible moment to erect a 
home. The result is that dealings have been 
almost exclusively in lot property. Another 
outcome of this condition of affairs has been to 
advance the price of lots on the outskirts of the 
city toa point not reached since just previous 
to the panic. There is no evidence of any 
diminution in sales on account of this advance, 
however, and brokers who have spent their 
summer vacations at home have reaped a fair 
harvest from this small but numerous trade. 

There has been no demand for acre- property 
for some time, except that noted in a rumor re- 
garding Garfield, and it is generally believed 
that little or nothing will be done in that direc- 
tion before spring. The various “booms” that 
were so healthy at the opening of the present 
year are pow quite emaciated, and sOme dealers 
are of the opinion that it will be some years be- 
fore they will recover their vigor. The few 
schemes that got a permanent footing are 
progressing slowly and will doubtiess survive. 
The East Chicago scheme is yet on paper, and 
while a land company may revive interest 
enough in the locality to make property in a 
measure valuable, it is a well-settled fact that 
the East Chicago Belt Railroad project is a thing 
of the past, and that the paper upon which 
it was drafted is worthless. The Western In- 
diana, it Is said, contemplates some use of the 
East Chicago plans forthe road, but nothing 
definit nas been done. Thus nave the other halt 
a dozen like schemes goneto the wall, and as 
was predicted the ballooning business has been 
abandoned, and matters have settled down upon 
a solider basis. 

Some excitement in provérty is reported from 
State stroet between Forty-seveutn and Engle- 
wood, ia consequence of the extension of the 
horse-railway to the last-named suburb. Lum- 
ley Ingledew reports the sale of 366 feet just 
south of Garfield boulevard and ruoning pack 
to the Rock Island Road to an Eastern capital- 
ist, aud lots south of Fifty-first street which a 
short time ago were difficult to dispose of at $600 
are uow gelling at $1,000. 

Building in Englewood still continues to be 
brisk, anda large number of new houses are 
springing up ino all parts of the town. 

The steam railroads, which were the making 
of the town in the first place, are now consid- 
ered a nuisance, as they cut up the village in all 
conceivable shapes and make driving and pedes- 
trianism dangerous, especially to children at- 
tending school. Viaducts to cross the dangerous 
points ure already demanded. The street-car 
line is drawing considerabie patronage from the 
steam-car lines already, as they rua to the con- 
tre of the city and the fare ia about the same.

Bullding Operations. 

The unfavorable weather of the past few days 
somewhat retarded building operations, but the 
record of permits issued by the Building De- 
partment showed that there was no falling off 
in the desire on the part of ground owners to 
make improvements. As in the purchase of 
ground so in the building, it is confined almost 
exclusively to the construction of dwellings and 
stores and flats, and most of the singie dwellings 
are of a good character, the majority of permits 
estimating the cost in the neighborhood of 
$5,000. The record algo shows an unusual num- 
ber of applications for improvements in the way 
of additions to residences and new stories to 
office buildings, clearly indicating the rapidly 
increasing value of space in the more thickly 
populated sections of the city. 

During the week the real estate managers or 
the new Board of Trade met and decided that 
the structure should be made entirely of granit 
above the foundation, instead of stone, as 
was first contemplated. This change will add at 
leust $100,000 to the estimated cost of the struct- 
ure, butit is generally conceded that the ex- 
penditure will be a wise one, durability and ap- 
pearance considered. When the rain did not 
prevent, a full force of men was at work on the 
foundation, and last evening the northeast por- 
tion ef the masonry was about com- 
pleted: Now that the material for the main 
portion of the building has been decided upon 
the work will be pushed as rapidly as possible. 
Preparations by the owners and lease-hoiders of 
property in the vicinity who purpose erecting 
office buildings to keep pace with the new struct- 
ure and be ready with their room as soon as the 
edifice is done have already begun, and before 
severe weather sets in uausual activity in that 
quarter may be looked for. 

The new ciub-bouses in course of erection for 
the Union and Calumet Clubs nave received as 
mucb attention from workmen during the week 
as previously, and as much or more progress has 
been made as in any former week. As 
is generally known the Calumet House is under 
cover and the elements donot interfere with 
the workmen, although the arying of the pilaster 
is a little slower in wet weather. The greater 
portion of the structure is piastered, and the 
finishing coat will be put on throughout in «a 
few days. n there will be no delayin the 
work of completion, it being the desire of the 
management to get into the new quarters as 
soon as possible. The Union House is nowa 
little above the third story, and a full force 
workmen will be kept upon it until the roof

FINANCIAL. 


The market for stocks opened without any 
marked change, operators appearing to wait for 
whatever might turn up. There was fair buy- 
ing of St. Paul and Union Pacitic. The coal 
stocks advanced somewhat upon what appeared 
to be buying to cover a short interest. The 
Gould stocks were fairly supported. Money was 
freely offered, as the bank statement was fa- 
vorable and tbe Government will disburse 
within the next few weeks more than $40,000,000. 

A very prominent operator predicts that the 
fall rise will commence within the next two 
weeks and not reach its culmination before No- 
vember. There appeared to be a game of push 
in Lake Shore and New York Ceatral. 
as if both parties were desirous to 
sell at higher figures. A German con- 
tingent. was reported to be buying Bt. 
Paul preferred, and hence it advanced, and the 
common was actively bought. A great deal of 
Western Union stock came out at 91, and the 
sellers seemed to have the advant Sage is 
credited with manipulating yesterday's ad- 
vances. The bulls made points on Michigan 
Central, for it was claimed from what appeared 
to be a reliabie source that Detroit would be cut 
off Dec. 1, and all freights via the Great West- 
ern would be transferred to the Canada South- 
ern. It is reported that the new Union Pacific 
pool have bought heavily of Denver & Kio 
Grande, Mya an effort to control it. It is said 
that tus term⸗ of a lease of the Omaha to the 
Northwestern have been settied. 

A sbipmeut to Europe of 50,000 shares of 
American securities has just been made, and 
bence foreign exchange is weaker. Shipments 
of gold not expected. 

It is known that the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy have been coveting the control of the 
Hannibal & St. Joe, but it is reported today that 
a syndicate composed of Gould, Sage, Dillon. 
and Conner have bougbt Duff's stock, and that 
it is likely, therefore, to become part of the Wa- 
bash system. 

It is reported that the capital stock of the 
Rochester & Pittsburg is to be increased 85,000. 
000—the increase to be used in buying more coal 
lands. 

The following is the New York weekly bank 
statement: Loans, decrease, $3,387,100; specie, 
decrease, $2,853,500: legal tenders, increase, 
$92,000; deposits, decrease, $6,297,800; circula- 
tion, increase, $89,000; reserve, decrease , $1,287,- 
050. The banks now hold $97,975 less than the 
legal requirements. 

It is stated that 8,000 men are actively at work 
on the Northern Pacific Railway, about one-half 
pushing eastward and the other west. They put 
down about four miles per day, and it is believed 
the road will be finished early in 188. A stage 
line has been put on between the ends of the 
road, and by Oct. 1 it is said the time between 
Chicago and Portiand will be eight days.

A — asks: “What are the safest 
securities for investment?” As the rate of in- 
terest is pot mentioned, and safety is the req ui- 
sit asked for, the answer is easy.
